He 
states that the first few monthacf 
the war wore notable, so far as his 
diatriot is“ concerned, for the fact, 
thatthe world at large suddenly 
awoke to the fact “thot it waa 
dependent upon the Chinese pro- 
vines of Hunan for its supplies of 
antimony, and that the world had 
to pay Hanan’s prices for it.”

ENEMY.

A Light Seatenco, 


At the Central Criminal Court 
London on. Octobor 16 William 
Thomas Goodeir, ‘the London 
manager of the American firm of 
Joseph Ullmonn, fur merchants, 
was charged with trading with 
the enemy, In January he wrote 
to the Leipeig branch of the firm 
for a parcel of squirrel fura, He 
suggested that they should rend 
him all they could, snd on 
February 3 he reosived s parcel 
valoed at £1,017, Previouely he 
had asked for the consent of the 
Board of Trade -to import the 
goods, and the day after the fare 
wore received he had a reply re- 
fosing consent. He did not 
inform the Board that he bad 
acoepted delivery, The goode 
came via Copenhagen, where the 
firma’s agont declared to the British 
Vice-Oonsul that-they were not 
from an enemy country. There 
wore also two other consignments 
valued at £2,700 and £4,000, 

Mr. Jastico Darling said the de- 
fendant had been applying that 
silly observation, ‘ Busingsa as 
usual,” fer the benefit of the Gor- 
mang. That observation was the 
most unfortuncte ever made in 
the course of the whole of this 
crisis. He could not do less than 
send him to prison, and it waa 
with great regret that he did ao, 
but people must be warned that 
thia kind of thing maat be atop- 
ped. The eentenca would be 
three months in the second divi- 
sion. The goods mentioned in 
the indictment were ordered to be 
forfeited.
